The  evidence  is  conclusive,  ami 
accumulating,  that  Mr.  Bryan's  de¬ 
feat  was  vine  to  the  power  of  corpora¬ 
tions  exerted  in  such  an  irresistible 
manner  as  to  intimidate  and  prejudice 
voters  by  thousands  and  tens  of 
thousands.

He  had  a  distinct  recollection  of 
some  facts  relating  to  the  purchase  or 
proposed  purchase  of  the  Common. 
Mi  Dudd;  in  reply  to  a  note  from  Mr. 
John  Oakes,  wrote  as  follows  :

All  of  these  documents  aud  facts, 
taken  together,  show  that  veterans  of 
the  Revolutionary  war  undertook  at 
a  time  when  money  was  much  harder 
to  get  than  i  ow  to  collect  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  a 
parading  green.  Whatever  sum  was 
actiialh*  raised  or  ultimately  paid,  is 
iioxv  of  small  account  We  must  give 
the  Dodds,  the  Davises,  and  all,  ilue 
creilit  for  securing  a  spot  of  laud  to 
public  use  that  has  now  become  an 
invaluable  aud  most  attractive  feature 
of  Bloomfield.
